St. Puul askod this question o£ the 
Gliriatiaaa at Corinth iu orJor to show 
them the unrensonnblenoss of the divis- 

^''»,i,onB':Which had spnipg up among them. 

^■--"'Of tha'causo of tliuio iliviaions wo know 
but little. It would aeem, however, that 
80 far, tho cuu30 was not of a yital or 
Hurioaa oharaotor; but was rather the 
woakae33 of children, who, without ba- 
iugablo to account for it, allow them- 
■ol?o» to bo carried awajr by partiality 
for one more than another among thoso 
vith whom they Lavo to do. One said 
"I am of Paul;" another "I of Apollos;" 
anofUey ■•! of Cephas;" anothor, "I of 
Christ." To oheok these dirisiona the 
Apostle asks the (luoation of the text, 
"Ib Christ diyided?" Can your common 
S.iviour bd saparatod into parts, and di- 
vided aiuoug yoii? If not, noithor ought 
the body to bo divided; butahould bo one 
in Christ, uuited in all its 2>art8 ia harmo- 
po^B, and love. 
"Sohistn" in later ages has acquired a 
more serious import; and our present cir- 
oumstauce.s lead mo to lay before you the 
Boriptiiral luiport of a word Avhioh, al- 
UIOM moro thou any other, has been 
■ ma^e an ou^-ine of persecution, and a 
tqrro of arrag.iut reproach. 

Tho uiiur^jh at Uorintii ia tho only 
church, I thiuk, concorniug which the 
word "achj-'iru" is o.\;proHsly mentioned in 

* the New Toatiiujeot; and it is usod, not 
in the hou.so of separation fromiho body. 
.r\t\xt ol conttiniio}i or division within tho 

ts«_... body. "I beseech, you brethren, tho 
"Apostle says," that there bo nodiyiaiona 
among you." The word translated "di- 
Ti»ions"js, tho original "aohims." Aad 
to oxplaiQ Ijid msauing he adds that he 
had ueard tliul thcro were "contentions" 
among thuiu. Tho schisms then, to which 
hfl refera were the contontioiis which 
woreieilfii'i tU.i body, The church wa.s 
externally uuiieJ, Oat internally divid- 
|ilth»rm]»ody whiohUe p|r,oi)OMd for 
tuisse So^i^iius was fdth in their common 
Sarioar. Tijts principle of union among 
Christiiuu, a.i \v« gather it from the 
Boriptucea gcaorally, is strictness iu c^ir- 
dinal truths; libondity in things non- 
. . i .'riaueatial. In .vital things, all uuitod iu 
ob«dienoe to tho truth : in things indiU- 
areat, all respeatingthe l^berty^ of eaob. 
'^here either of these oonditions is vio- 
lated there is contention and aclu.sm, 

, - f firhnthor it issue in sojjiiratiuii or no. 
■ W«i may conceive tho sohisais or con- 
tentiona within the church at Ooriuth to 
have risen to such a hight, or to liavo as- 
■umod such a complexion, as to render 
anity impossibly. S.omo might have said 
to the Apostle, "Come over and help us; 
•we desire to m.\k9 Christ alone our snl- 
Vfltiou; but there arc those who would 
entangle ua again in the yoke of bond- 
age." And if lie had pi-cfeivod the 
dissousion to ho iucurublu, lie might 
have said, " My brethren, let 
-'^here'^'lJiB'' no strife, do as Abra- 
ham and Lot did; eoparato and let those 
among you who desire the things that 
'make for peace ho tho first to retire, at 

' whatever sacritloc of present thiugs." On 
this hypothoaisyou.can see that separation 
was uut Bohism, but rather the termina- 
tion of it. 

And here vre ta\y observe that tho 
■nnity of the ohureli doos not depend on 
locality or place. Our Blessed .Sivioar 
said to hia Disciple.s, "They Bliall cast 
you out of tlioir Hynn'-joguos". It ia plain 
that in thi.s caso unilf/ would bo with hi.y 
followers who for the truth's siiko were 
oaat out.and not with hia advor.surics who 
1% fafjShjtflud^a*- Again it is said of a fol- 
jSww »f "diir Lord, "thoy cast him out." 
His offence was bearing testimony 
to hia Saviour aocovding to tho light 
•which had boon given to liini. 
Iu this he oiloiidod against the 
traditions of tho church. It would have 
been moro rcsi)ectful in him to have ro- 
maiaed silent in the preseuco of the grave 
and reyownd guides of tho ehureli, and 
taken their decision. But as ho dicl not 
do HO thoy roi>rovBd hiiu for preiiuuiiiig to 
teaoh, them, and "ca.st him (jut." This 
ji^aq,' though oii;ollod, oout'inuoil in the 
unity of the faith, seeing that Christ, tho 
Head, immodiately revealed liiuisolf (o 
him and CQntlnaeaJiis guide. A),'ain, wo 
read of St. Paul taking n, jiart which, in 
this day tho advocates of tradition would 
call "Bchism." When lio found ho could 
do no good by roniuiniiig in the Syim- 
goguo, but that ratlier the schisin wideu- 
' ed, ho separated tho (lisci[)lu.M, and t;ingiit 
thom in another place. This,you porcoivc. 
.•was nat^a ^pbismatioal act, but a volun- 
tary separation,' which put nn end to the 
Bohism.' Agaii), our blossoil Saviour 
intimated tliat sohisms would attoiid t lie 
Qospel through tho world. There would 
be five in a Iioimo divided, throe ai'i'.inst 
two, and two agaiufit tiirno. It is plain 
tbatftvlongas those cuiitinued in the 
WBfVlU]ieB«/thievo would be ' Bohinni ; b n t 
ihdbld ttie twbbi: the'tU^ei^ that belonged 
16 Jesus withdra'w.tUa s^Iusm would end, 
the Bop'aratista dbntlttuitag in the uijKiy'df 



The conolubion we come to ifl this: 
"When oontontiaua or vital truths arise 
within a religiouH hody, thore are two 
courses which may be puraiied. One is 
when both parties continue together in 
tho same visible body; in which case the 
schism is perpetual, or lasts as long as 
the error or the evil which is its cause 
lasts. The other is where the attain- 
menlof unity appears to be hoiieless, and 
one of the parties separates from the 
other or is cast out. The schism ia then 
ended. And tho lovers of truth and 
peace are at full liberty, I npprohond, to 
determine for themselves whicli will be 
most for tho advancement of true religion 
and tlioir own edification, to remain in 
tho body which is in such a state, or to 
go out of it. 

Thore could bo but one refutation, I 
imagine, to this proposition, and that is 
if it could be proved that Olirist has left 
an authority on earth to coerco his 
whole churcli into one visible organiza- 
tion, from which nono might H(;jiar,ito, 
at pain of separation from (^lii'ist, this 
is popery. It is also that imago of po- 
pery, which lyjdor the jiretension of Ap- 
ostolical succession, is found within the 
pale of the Church of England. Sopara- 
tion from such authority is held to bo 
schism in a most terrilic sonso; and of 
course a droadly sin. What ground 
thoro is for this tenet in tho word of God, 
ia another thing. 13ut it is this, and 
nothing else, that has wrought schism, 
and produced separation amongst our- 
selves; and causes that even now wa are 
hardly seouro from tho spiritual thunder 
of tho middle ages. 

And here I would make this remark, 
and I would make it with all charity and 
good will. If I have given tho true 
view of this subject, and of this you, with 
tho open Bible in your hands must judge, 
then there is within our ohuroh, the 
Church of England, a schism which is 
incurable except by one of two remedies; 
either by removing _by common consent 
tho causes of ooutontiou, a consent 
which, I think, all must admit is abio- 
lutely inattainable ; or, by a separation. 
Contentions in this body have risen to 
such a,height that the strong am of the 
low has been invoked to put down their 
main C9U80 and provocation. A few on 
either side have from time to time retired 
from the body; some seeking rest in tho 
bosom of Home; some, as thoy hope, in 
tho bosom of their Saviour; but tho groat 
coniiioting parties, for various ends, re- 
main. But should tbo bond of State con- 
trol be removed', the compulsory cohe- 
sion would end ; and tho body inttantly 
fall asunder; and the schism of ages bo no 
mora. Eaah party would bo in its own 
unity, whetlior of truth or error; until 
new eausoB of disaoiision arose. And 
which of these two bodies would then be 
the seamless robo of Christ? Or who 
would designate a body, in which so 
manifest and incurable a schism exists 
by such ft term? Whichever of these 
parties is in error that is the purity which 
isin schism; and wliiehuvor of thom be- 
ing not in error withdraws, tho other 
simply shifts tho blame in accusing it of 
schism. 

It may bo that your own thoughts may 
have made an api)licatiou of this subject. 
I am quite sure of one thing, that with- 
out this exijositiou of mine, wliich per- 
haps may li.ivo boon superlluous, your 
own intoUigence must have settled a 
question so obvious to the common sense 
of mankind. God has settled it again and 
again. There never was an age, even in 
tlio darkest periods, iu which His truth 
had not a witness; a little body of men, 
so|)arated from the great apostasy, which, 
l)y tire and sword and priestly authority, 
.sought to bind tho consciences of men to 
a rigid law. It was settled more con- 
spicnously at tho Itufomation, when our 
own body separated from Itome, and wo 
all became schismatics, if separation is 
schism. It has been attested by tho 
various bodies who have since separated 
from ourselves, for conscience sake; 
whoso faith and ■works are God's seal 
that thoy have not ofl'ended in this. It 
is attested by tho "church in tho houBo" 
xo often notr.l iu tho Xew Testament, 
which, obviously existing by the side of 
greater organizations, indicates fall lib- 
erty to ua, for peace or conscience sake, 
to worship (lot apart, if we eo iirofer. 
llo "whoso service i."* perfect freuiloni" 
hath said "whore two or tliree are gather- 
ed together in my nainn, there am I in 
tho midst of them." This is the church 
in its simplest form; and while tho grea- 
ter organ i^tations exist, after the onler 
of tho Apostles, it was never stipposed 
that they w(jnld remain incorrupt, nor 
wore Christians ever forbidden the li- 
l)erty of judging for themselves as to 
when thu obligaiiou of the command 
might apply to como out and be separate 
from error, strife, or sin. 

1 feel I owoyou some apology for bring- 
ing this subject before you. I believe I 
can safely leave it with yoursolver tod((al 
with. Shall I call it tlie igno.-auce or tlio 
prosumptien of ihuso wlio, iliu'ing tlui 
past week or two, have been invading 
families with a cry, whieli,iii darger ages, 
has been the signal for tho fagot and the 
rack; but in our time produces little other 
olTect than astonishinont at tiic blindness 
wliicli may o.xi.it iu this day of light. Be- 
fore taking leave of the .quhjeet, I would 
add one or two words on our present pos- 
ition: Tho proof which wo have given of 
sincerity and disinterestedness ia, it 
would appear, not Eulhoicnt. We havo 
left tht^t 'Which some povQt more than 
the good of souls, It \vaa apparently little 
e.^peeted that the schism so daringly 
inailo, luiil s(j rutlilesMly carried out, in a 
congregation who lilthertij luid boon 
pe.icof ulli, feeding on the word of God, 
11111.) mliFiug thom afraid, would Jiavu 
ended in so wide a sepuratiun. And now 
this word "sdhismi" Is iHo'tOry by which 
you and your ciiildron are to bo frightoii- 
etl b.iclc into tho fold, which, without the 
.slu;e|), yii ld.i a poor return f'.)r tho dos- 
parato venture which has cauood so much 
ooufuHion and ili.strcB). J do not regard 
this tji-j, ijy which ihii sl(tiGp of Uhrist aro 
called b.ick to bondit'go, 'a (idspo'l ' sum- 
mons. ' It is not' tiia loving iAvitntlt'ri of 
Jusus to poor'sodlb whi(ib']iii\^6>it((M6r0(l 



away from tho Word of Truth, ond are 
in dangir of perdition, th:ough inlido'.ity 
and vice. Tho rod of terror, which in 
the hands of tho mighty ones, smote tho 
shojiherd, and, most unexpectedly, scat- 
tered the Hhce)j. is ohangeil into a voice 
of tender expostulation with tho latter. 
Whither are you going? do you not know 
that tho paths of schism are the paths of 
perdition and death ? Borne may bo de- 
ceived. LettbeyoMn^ be deaf- to the 
voice of tho charmer, charm he ever so 
wisely, when hn would draw them oft' 
from their duty to their parents, or 
persuade them that there is any other 
way of salvation than their own personal 
ulhlialion to Jesus; or any other priest or 
mediator between themaulvos and God 
than that living.over-prosent Saviour who 
has bought tliem with his own most pre- 
cious blood. 

l''or my own part, brethren, I can but 
still lift up, accurding to my ability, tho 
banner ol S.ilvutiou among you to whose 
love 1 owe all lidclity anu gratitude; and 
say to yon, ••l!u muted." There is but 
one suhisni, and that is going from Jesus, 
putting ///-it'.sV, or sucrament, or church, in- 
.•jtead ol, or before Jlim. I would gladly 
bo spared from again raising tho note of 
warning, and bo left to speak only tho 
things that are for edithsatiou and com- 
fort. 

Time will not permit my bringing be- 
fore you tlie second branch of the sub- 
ject, viz: the true cause of schism. You 
may gather tliem from tho solemnity with 
which the Aposllos over endeavored to 
stand clear, in tho eyes of the Lord's 
Hook, of coveting their silver or their 
gold; or of exercising dominion within 
faith, and warned them that thore would 
arise in tho <^hnreli tho.se mIio would with 
"feiijned" words make iiierchandise of 
tliem; mou who would so feign the voice 
and aulliority of Christ as to deceive, if 
it wore possible, the very elect. 

But there is tint within tlio Ir^arts of 
those who are taught of GoJ that pierces 
througli the veil of deceit, and disoerna 
tho true eharacter of false Apostles. "My 
sheeiJ hoar My voice," says tho good shop- 
herd, "and thoy follow me;" and "a 
stranger will they not follow; for they 
know not the voice of strangers." 

And my ciuielusioa is that you have 
not caused schism; but iu faith and lovo 
and truth have ended it, and delivered 
tho oppressed.

Outside Opinion. 

Writhing under conscious guilt'niid 
p.iblic concionumtion , tlie local oryaii 
of the "Toxivdn Kiiif^" nislios to tin 
Ottawa press for a little, a very littlo, 
oomfort and hastens to place bcfurc 
its few remaining readers a rvaibled c;c- 
' Vractfroiii an arLiclo Avhicli ai^pcared 

^ in the "Times." IMcroly pruuiisiu;,^ 
that ins'do opinioii, if we may bo per- 
mitted to coin a phrase, is more likely 
to arrive at a correct estiinato of tlm 

. , ,value of the oviilencfi, in this ciifio iit 
least, than "outside opinion," wc 
shall give the iniblic the advantage of 
a more lengthy extx-actfrgmthe'Timob' 
article: 

Although the evidence given was 
not of a very satisfactory character, and 
might be open to varied interpreta- 
tions by those licsLilely incliu(;d to- 
wards Air. DoGosuics, wc cc)nf(.'ss tliat 
wj have failed to sec in it any I'lear 
proof of tho alleged corruption or il- 
legal partici2)atioh in the profits of 
what would have been apparently an 
excGllont bargain. Bat thoro was ii 
Bcono at the conclusion of the cvidcnicu 
which was by far too rich to lot pass 
unrecorded, even if it did exhibit more 
vulgaraity than was desirable, and a 
little nioro profanity, too, than was de- 
corous. Curiously enough, althmigli 
in both the Victoria newspaiters the 
evidence wa^i considerably ^^arljled 
ospocially in the standard, which 
Mr. DeOosmos himself coutroLs — 
upon this particular point they give 
substantially tho same story. No doubt 
what lent considerable zest and piii- 
uancy to the oicurrouco, so far as the 
' spectators were concerned, was that 
two newspaper men were the chief ac- 
tors. ^Mr. DeCosmos, as we have said, 
is supposed to he one of tho proprie- 
tors of tho "Standard," w!\ilc j\[r. 
Robson, the member of tho Legisla- 
ture who fathered the charges auil 
cross-examined Mr. DoGosnios for tlie 
prosecution, is said to be resi)ousil)Io 
editor of tho "Colonist." The "Stand- 
ard'" records that after Mr. DeCos- 
mos' examination had been conchuled 
he was asked by the Court if ho desir- 
ed to say anything further than had 
transpired during his evidence. ' Tho 
hon. member proceeded, in accord- 
ance with this request, to say "that 
neither he nor the Government had 
any intention whatever to coniuiit a 
single act of corruption. The eliai-ge 
was a gross libel, attempted to be 
palmed upon the public." 

And then came the pathetic jjiocc of 
the oct, for the "Standard" reporter 
goes on to say that "Mr. DeCoauios' 
feelings here overcame him and retir- 
■ ed for a time." Whether tho '-feel- 
ings," or Mr. DeCosnio.s "retired" 
irould no*i appear quite plain from this 
statement of the facts; but the suc- 
ceeding sentence at once Kolves tlio 
problem, and is soniewliat Hiiggestivo 
of the purpose for which tho roliro- 
mont was cti'ected; for tha reijorter 
proceeds to Bay that, "returning he 
said, it was 'that scoundrel,' pointing 
to Mr. Robsou — ho had come hero to 
prove a liar." This was tho trafjical 
scone of the play surely. "Scoundrel" 
and "liar" were very ])roper words to 
use to a fellow journalist and a mem- 
ber of the Legiblaturt^, were thej' not 
— especially in the presence of throe 
judges? 

Now for tho "Coloni.st's" Htateincut 
of the facts, which it appropriately 
heads "the closing Rceue." After re- 
counting the circumstances which led 
to the request of the presidiug juilgo 
to hoar what the witues.s might have to 
say, tlie rojjorter proceeds to narrnto 
that Mr. lieCosniorj was going on to 
explain the cause of "lii." sud leu du- 
cisiou to proseiil himself Ijci'uro tlie 
Commission, when, overcoma by his 
feelings, ho precipitately I'ctirod into 
an adjacent room and imWihod koihc 
atimuiant." Which exjilain ;, ir tr ie 
and it is surely very douhUul the 
cause of tho i)rocii)itato retirement, as 
Avell as his conduct on returning. 
"Soon returning, however," the re- 
port goes on to say, "ho resumed the 
recital, but had not proceeded far 
when he (!onipletoly broke down under 
a ]mroxy8m of passi(jn. Turning to- 
wards ]SIr. Itobson, ho uliMok a caiie at 
him, hissing from botwenn liis tootJi: 
'If it had not been for that Damned 
Scoundrel I should not have been put 
to the exponso of coming hero.'" II 
need jiot Kuri)rise nnyone to hoai- thai 
"tho Chief Justice promptly chocked 
him, and Mr. DaCosmos immediately 
left tho room." Tho history of

alleged corrupt transactions of (lov-

local contemporary, we herewith re-

"Some time ag'o wB^'ef erred at length 
to tho oxistcnco of a clerical difiiculty 
in Victoria, l-iritinh Columbia, tho 
proiuiuent actors on tho ono part being 
tho l-5i.sho|) of Colinubia, and ou tlio 
other the Beau of Victoria and Uie 
ChurchwiiirdenB of Christ^Church.

We may 
mention in this connection that in 
consequence of his refusal to be bound 
by tho judgment of the Bishop's Court, 
and his failure to submit himself to 
las jj,)i-dsaij)'s seuteiU'O. the caso will 
probable n;o hefoi-o the Supremo Civil 
Court of the Province. In the nican- 
tinio ^ve must give his Lordshij) credit 
for having sigidtiod his intention to 
oiler a cum[)romiso and stop the prose- 
cution. There can be no doubt that 
this would be in the interests of all 
parties to tlio suit, and especially 
would it tend < to iho internal peace 
and harmony of tho Church. Tho 
nature of tho chargos whiqh have l)eon 
pri'sscd witli su(di undue zoal against 
tlu^Dea.n is sulHciont to excite tho 
rivuciilo of (jrthnarv mortals aj^ainst 
his i)rose;'uti)rs. One of tliose charj^eb 
was thai he wi'ole h:iters io ncwsi)a- 
pors during th(! early stagc-i of the 
controversy, which was gravely hsld 
by the Court which tped him to be a 
breach of Canon law. Wo are afraid, 
if this really be tho law, that its strict 
enforcement all ovorthe Church would 
eil'oct not a i&w-i>olergymen of high 
standing who are at present resting 
under th.j impression that it is one of 
the ]iri'.i]i:' :i^ i thoy enjoy in c(aanion 
\vilh the rest of tljo couiunuiily. \Ve 
ofttm here complaints tlhd the w(;rk 
the Churcli is sull'oriug from a liiel: 
of ministers, butw9 very much fear 
that to ijiaiic the writing of letters to 
tho ])ublic jn'oss an oH'c.nco winch 
might tie punished by a revocation of 
license and suspension, would not 
only make tho sources of supply raoi'o 
stunted than at present, but the exist- 
ing supply would itself he diminished

Wbo Invented Sanaagea ? 
not HxmvooD. 

A correspondent asks us this question : 
" Who was the Inrentt^r of sausagou '?" 
We answered: It was unknown. Julius 
Caesar claimed to bo the inventor, but 
historians and commontator.s havo uni- 
versally scoutod his claim. Tiioro is no 
doubt in tho niindn of tiio best informed 
writers on tho subject but that the Ger- 
mans wore the inventors of the sausage, 
and that Ciesar in his wars against tho 
stubborn German tribes became acquaint- 
ed with their way of making tho sausage. 
On his return lo Homo, after cros.iing the 
Rubicon, ho tiiod to induoo the inhabit- 
ants of the Inipcrial (uty to adopt it as an 
article of food, but the Itomaua woro rich, 
they fed on luxuries garnered from the 
lantls which they had conquered and 
they rejected the sausage. On tho morn- 
ing of the day of his death at the hands 
of tho conspirators, C:csar sadly informed 
ins wife that imperial l^omo was totter- 
ing to its fall, and that fall was hastened 
1)3 its rejection of Housages. Itisa-aingu- 
lar and extraordinary fact — one quoted 
by tho great historian Simanides, and 
Gibbons, and Niebuhr— that no nation 
has boon great as a military power, in 
modern times, which did not make sau- 
sages one of its ])rimo articles of diet. 
Tho recent war between Germany and 
Franco proves this. Seventy-fivo years 
ago tho French were intensely fond of 
sausage, then they overran Europe. But,

The British "Trado Journal," des- 
cribes the above article — a now patent 
imitiitiou of leatbei-aa follows: It is so 
good an jinitation that a' siiperScial ob- 
fiervor would, in nine cases out of ten, 
take it for tho real article. The grains 
of the different kinds of leather, such 
as basil, seal, morocco, etc., are re- 
produced with a fidelity quite remark- 
able. In the process of "graining," 
a real skin of leather of any given 
description, which it may bo desired 
to imitate, is taken ns n mould, and 
from this an inqiression is obtainod on 
shoots of fibrus pulp by the ezercia^of 
enormous pressure. Thus the grain 
of tliG imitation nrticlo is nn actualfnc- 
similo of that of the real. Lcatlierette 
is obtained in any color, and, w hile it 
is only about one-eighth tlie coat of 
leather, possessos some manife.st ad- 
vantages over the latter, which will 
scarcely fail to make it a commercial 
8UCCGSS. For instance, it is stronger 
than leather of tho same thickness, and 
is of uniform quality, so that forty or 
fifty forms may bo cut at a time, while 
the blemishes that occur in leather ne- 
cessitate each form being cut singly, 
and that by oxperiencott, ami there- 
fore expousivo hands. It is. not so 
prone to soil, and is waterproof. The 
scope afforiled in dill'erent trades for 
the utilization of such an article is 
obviously groat. Uphol8tererp,hatlinors 
box makers, ])nrsf> makers, bookbin- 
ders, etc., may, aiaoii;.,^ others, turn it 
to useful account. For book-binding 
it is atjrairably a(.lu[)te<l, and pitibalily 
in this branch of trailo will work no 
small revolutiou, seeing that it affords 
handsome and realistic bindings at 
such a reduced cost. There dan be no 
doubt that leatherette Is an important 
intention.
